At least one error upon which reissue is based is described below. If the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, such must be stated with an explanation as to the nature of the broadening: 

Reissue of the present application is requested because U.S. Patent No. 6,367,613 (the '613 patent) is partially inoperative in 
that it provides a scope of protection that is not as great as the broad scope of the invention. More particularly, the '613 
patent, as issued, contains a single independent claim (Claim 14) directed to a sprocket. Claim 14 defines a sprocket having 
an elongated body with an outer surface "following a cylindrical path upon rotation of said elongated body relative to said 
supports". The present invention, in its broad aspects, does not necessarily require that the sprocket have an outer surface 
that follows such a cylindrical path as required by Claim 14. Accordingly, the '613 patent is partially inoperative in that it 
fails to contain sprocket claims directed to the broadest aspects of the present invention. The present reissue application 
corrects this error by presenting new sprocket claims that do not include the requirement of Claim 14 for an outer surface 
which follows a cylindrical path upon rotation of said elongated body relative to the supports.
